Mr. de Traz spoke of the work that the 
CcvoMittee was doing in an effort to provide food, clothing and 
Medicine P®ople living in the Eastern European countrieti. g« 
spoke of the fact that the Ccsaaittee was hard pressed for f unds 
and asked Ambassador Johnson if he could assist in any way. He is 
thinking in terns of $200,000 to $ 300 , 000 . 

Ambassador Johnson premised to pass along this remiest to 
tlie appropriate officials in Washington after stating that m wm 
tar^Jle to sate any ecawitiaents himself . 

Mr. Sullivan has pointed out that the ICBC sent & lsrfe 
number of relief parcels to U, S. Prisoners of War in Korea for 
which they received no compensation. He suggested that aease 
assistance to Mr. da Traz aiggit be a suitable way of offsetting 
the obligation thus incurred. 

Ambassador Johnson is satisfied that the ICRC has an 
effective method of getting parcels to Individuals in the 
Eastern European countries . He states -that they are able 
to get a report on from 00$ to 90* of the shipments that are 
sent in.
